They Are Crossed, 


Jn Tibet they have not yet pro- 


gressed far beyond the primitive. Es- 
jeclslly when it comes to engineering 
the Tibetans are at nbout the stage 
reached by Europeans elx centuries 
ago. At tlmt time In Switzerland they 
used a long cable and swinging carrier 
for the transport of heavy weights, 
even of cannon from one mountain to 
another a little lower down. 


Now, In Tiltet they do not try to 


lultd bridges across the Mekong river, 
but where there are high cliffs a cable 
la stretched to the other side of the 
river, and for a trifling fee the person 
who wishes to cross cllr.fs fo a thick 
bark carrier and slides down, holding 
up b(s feet at the point where the wa- 
ter nears the perilous bridge. 


If be wants to cross buck he must go 


farther up or down the rjver to a point 
where another cable is stretched from 
a high cliff lo the other side, and again 
he performs Ihe "slide for life." 


Thia pi.if not 1* a very comfortable 


way of crossing a river, but it is easier 
than swimming across, c-ii.edally If 
there are rapids In tbe stream, and it 
la tiie favorite aiid chc-.ip way of Ijutld-

The procession of war 'ships, led bv 


the old Oregon under Admiral Clarke, 
through the Panama Canal, will be the 
greatest line of leviathans "ever seen in 
the history of theworld. As an adjunct 
to this fleet will also be a great fleet of 
merchant vessels. 
This international 


fleet will doubtless consist of vessels of 
different classes. That of the United 
States surely will. But each foreign 
power will send at least one of her high- 
est type of battle ship, of tho dread- 
naught or supordreadnaught class, 
mounting at least eight guns of 11 to IS 
inches caliber. 


Naval strength is' reckoned at tho 


present time chiefly ?n the number of 
such vessels in commission, the heavy 
droadnaughta and the cruiser battle 
ships of recent construction, of the lat- 
ter of which our navy possesses none. 
Of "all-big-gan" ships, Great Britain 
has 29, Germany 20, United States 12, 
France S, Russia 7, Japan 7, Italy C, 
Austria-Hungary 4, Argentina 3, Chile 
1, and Turkey 1, when completed. This 
is practically the orderof naval strength 
ns estimated by experts, all other Class- 
es of vessels being also given tncir due 
proportion of weight It is quite likely 
that the number of vessels contributed 
to the international fleet, which will 
first assemble in Hampton Roads, will 
be in 
about .ths same 
proportion, 


though Japan is likely to send more 
than Russia, each nation being careful 
not to disturb the general balance of 
naval strength in home waters. 


In the greatest naval battle aver 


fought, that between the allied Greeks 
and the Persians at Salamis, about 1500 
vessels were engaged, .used more as 
platforms on which thousands of sol- 
diers fought than as contests between 
ships. In the next greatest fight, at 
Actium, where. Caesar defeated An- 
tony, more than 300 vessels were en- '• 
gaged in a like mariner. The Great 
Spanish Armada contained ISO ships 
with 2131'guns and J9.000' men, but 
never cam a into full action. Trafal- 
gar, that greatest of battles between 
wooden vessels mounted with cannon, 
had but fifty ships, while Farrsgut st 
Mobile had only fourteen wooden ones 
and four iron-clads, 
Manila Bay, San- 


tiago and thfi Sea of Japan saw the 
great modern battles of less than » 
score of ships. 
Yet successively, each 


one of the fleets that fought would have 
boen able lu destroy its predecessors 
almost at will, and in like manner a 
single vessel of a number of Uwso 
which will follow the Oregon from 
ocean to ocoan would be able to destroy 
tho whole fleet of any of these preced- 
ing battles.

s'trength, but in numbers, for doubtless 
fully 200 ships of war, will Iw in the 
column, will tho Panama procession be 
the greatest demonstration of physical 
force the'world has ever known, and all 
to herald tha opening of n great water- 
way hailed aa the chief triumph of civil- 
ization in the promotion of peace.

following the C.hrUtmas festiv- 


ities, the celebration for the opening of 
the.New Year vies with the earlier 
holiday events.' Erery where in the re- 
public do the festivities take place, and 
amon'g the places where It Is the most 
enjoyed Is In the kitchens of the homes. 


The average housemaid of France 


works for a very small salary. But she 
Is an apt and' willing servant, for sho 
look* forward from one New Year's 
day to another, us then she reaps the 
reward for her work. It Is the custom 
In Franco to make presents to all the 
servants at tho opening of each year, 
This present la nearly always in cash, 
and It may bo ?5 or $200, depending 
upon the financial condition of the em- 
ployer.

With such a custom in vogue there 


U veryJUtlo trouble with servants in' 
that country. They rarely quit their 
positions;'they strive to please their 
employers and at all times look for- 
ward to the'New Year. All the serv- 
ants are allowed certain amounts. The 
Janitor gels his share, nnd no ono la 
forgotten. 
• 


In Franco the houscwlfo does very 


little of.tho marketing. It Is left to 
tbe servants. Then the servants do the 
bargaining. If potatoes nro 10 cents 
per pound and tho girl can get them 
from some marketwomaii for 8 ceiits 
she reasons'that the mistress should 
not profit b.v the bargaining, but that 
she herself should have the difference. 
The regular price1 of the potatoes' be- 
ing 10 cents, the servant marks.them 
flofrn In;her book at that price and 
pockets the difference. This is one of 
the peculiarities of the French method 
of keeping house, and II has beeu found 
a real aid In keeping servants. 


The housewives ft» aware of what

habitants from 1810 to 1910, though 
since traversed by two railroads and 
now the seat of large manufacturers, at 
Rumford Falls and elsewhere. 
Frank- 
lin Couuty, Me, .whose'shire town is 
Farming ton, lost 1631 reside n Is in the 
70-year period. 


These counties have lovely scenery, 


including as they do the foothills of the 
White Mou'ntamf and the Rarigeley 
Lakes. 
While they were decreasing in 


population the State as a whole rose 
rrom 501,796 to 742,371. 
The towns of 


Southwest Harbor and Mt. Desert com- 
bined had only 568 population more in 
1910 than lit Desert had in 1840. Mt 
Desert and Eden (whicn contains Bar 
Harbor) produced in 1837 674 bushels of 
good wheat. 
The annual report of the 


Department of Agriculture for 1911 
gives the wheat product of all New 
England as 91,000 bushels. 


New Hampshire in 1840. had 283,951 


people and had grown in 1910 to 430,572. 
However, Carroll County, whose county 
'seat is Ossipee, dropped 366G inhabi- 
tants; Sullivan County, shire 
town 


Newport, fell off 981, while Newport it- 
self gaineS 1607 and Claremont 4308 
people; Grafton, county seat Woods- 
ville, lost563, while Lebanon, 'in that 
county, grew from 1754 to 5718 and Lit- 
tleton from 1778 to 3059.

The Laundering of Lac*. 


: As lace iiso very much used now on 
.various articles of dress and napery,' a 
few hints on the care and correct 
methods of laundering it may prove use- 
ful. 
Lice may be roughly divided into 


two classe.s. 
In the first wo may place 


all machine-made laces, and in the 
second the hand-made or real laces, the 
methods of treatmedt differing in the 
two cases. 


A machine-made laco may with ordi- 


nary care bo successfully cleansed and 
made U> look like new by adopting the 
following directions. 
No strong soaps, 


powders, oranythingof thenaturuofa 
• 'lightning cleanser 
should be used. 


These as a rule contain an excess of 
alkali, which would prove harmful to 
frail materials. 


Fold the laco and soap it (using a soap 


of good quality) and dip it into a basin 
of warm water, then rub very gently 
between the palms of the hands, tho 
movement being in the direction from 
the wrist to the fingers. 
The dipping 


and soaping should be frequently re- 
peated and the lace refolded until every 
part is clean. 
Lace being open work, 


and tho mesh being formed sometimes 
of single threads, the palms of the 
hands should be -used, and never the 
knuckles or the Isce may be broken, 
When it is quit* clean rinse out all th( 
soap in clear, cold water. If the lace 
is wanted to be a dead white in color it 
may beslightly blued, and may also b( 
stiffened if desired, in'very thin "boil 
ing-water" starch. 
Great care shouli 


ba taken not to overdo the blueing am 
stiffening as an excess of zeal with the 
blue bag and starch basin is the hall 
mark of a fourth-rate laundress. 

The lace should now bo partially driec 
then- carefully pulled into sha^e an 
rolled up for a short time.
